Mr. Cohee from his downy b ed and 
ru dely awakened him from his sleep , 
lie was su ddenly jolted awake at an 
early hou r this morning to find that 
he was on the floor and not in b ed 
where lie was 
when he 
was last 
awake. 
The chimney wa> torn off 
and the hou se was filled with smoke 
b y the strike, b u t aside from that 
no damage was done. 
Ru b b ing his ey es 
and 
glancing 
ab ou t him, Mr. Cohee discov ered that 
he was on the hard floor 
a bo ut two 
o clock this morning when he had 
gone to sleep in b ed at the side of his 
wife. 
He cou ld dimly rememb er that 
a terrib le noise b ad ju st su b sided and 
that is ab ou t all b e cou ld recall to 
ex p lain the p ecu liar p osition in which 
b e was when lie was awakened. 
Ho 
saw that his wife was still in b ed and 
wondered how he cou ld hav e crawled 
ov er her, for she was on the ou tside, 
and landed on 
the floor 
withou t 
awakening her. She was arou sed and 
it was finally decided that the light­ 
ning had b een the cau se of it all. 
Mr. and Mrs. Cob ee inv estigated 
and Fou nd that tire hou se had b een 
stria-< b v a b olt of lightning. 
They 
were led to b eliev e that 
when the 
lions« * b egan to fill u p with smoke, 
and they feared for a time that their 
home was on fire. 
They later fou nd 
that the 
lightning had 
stru ck the 
chimney and had comp letely demol­ 
ished it. 
Portions of the torn down 
chin rv were lay ing all ov er 
the 
roof, b u t nothing else ab ou t the hou se 
was damaged. 
The lightning failed 
to p » met rate the roof. 
M 
Cohee is still at a loss to u n­ 
derstand how he was thrown clear 
ov er his wife, ou t of b ed and on to 
the floor withou t she b eing awakened. 
She rememb ers nothing 
ab ou t the 
jolt and was 
sleep ing 
p eacefu lly 
when her hu sb and 
was so ru dely 
awakened. 
A sev ere electrical and rain storm 
p arsed ov er the city and the central 
p ortion of the cou nty at an early 
hou r this morning. 
The rain fell in 
torrents and farmers say that it was 
the heav iest which has fallen in re­ 
cent months. 
It was not damaging 


a s there are not any crop s that can 
b e b adly damaged b y a heav y rain at 
this time.

city limits, when they tried to flag it, 
thinking it was a p assenger car. The 
deaths and inju ries ended ¿i 
p icnic 
p arty of sev enteen who had gone to 
the Brick wine cellar near Stop 4 for 
the p u rp ose of selecting wines for 
the saloons of memb ers ot tin? p arty , 
and hav ing a social gathering after 
the b u siness was 
finished 
All the 
killed and inju red were R'Oimanians. 
The dead are John Ursu and Nick 
Gru kish, and the inju red are Gov rilla 
Strav a, Mrs. Elsteina Ursu . Nick Do 
b oratha, Stev en Bastalla and Mrs. 
Mary Bolint, all of Indianap olis. 
The freight car which stru ck the 
p arty was in charge of Motorman T. 
C. Worland. Shelb y v iiie, 
Ind., and 
Condu ctor Garry 
Up dike, also 
of 
Shelb y v iiie 
The stories told b y the 
motorman and the su rv iv ors of the 
accident agree. 
\Yorland 
say s lie 
was ru nning along at a good sp eed 
when he su ddenly saw p eop le on the 
track ahead of him holding lighted 
matches. TTe threw off the p ower, b u t 
cou ld not stop b efore striking the 
p eop le. 
The two men killed were di­ 
rectly in front of the car in’the v en­ 
ter of tlie track, and were hu rled in 
the midst of the others. 
Strav a wa - 
so close to the car that his legs were 
stru ck as he was knocked down b y 
the fly ing oodles of the two dead men 
Mrs. Bolint was inju red b y the shoe 
of one of the dead men. 
The othv r- 
were knocked down b y the twob odies 
and were inju red b y their falls. 
Strav a say s the p arty was stand­ 
ing near the track waitingforthereg- 
u lar car when they saw the headlight 
of ill«* freight. 
All b eliev ed it to he 
the regu lar, and in order to Hag it 
sev eral of the men stood on the ¡r ick. 
When the motorman ap p arently < i*i 
not intend to stop , I rsu and Gru kish 
lighted matches. When the motorman 
tu rned off his p ower the men did not 
think they were in danger and did not 
top off the track. 
As soon as the freight car cou ld b e 
top p ed Worland and

b ack to the grou p . 
In t’c: ex citement 
they cou ld not make the Rou manians 
u nderstand that they wished to b ring 
the inju red to the city , an 1 while no 
v iolence was offered their, the u nin­ 
ju red wou ld not consciu and they 
were forced to get in th'dc car and 
ru n to the first telep hone station to 
su mmon help . 
The p olice were noti­ 
fied and a sq u ad of officers was sent 
to meet the car in the emergency ma­ 
chine. In the meantime Woriand and 
Up dike had retu rned to the scene of 
the accident and ex p lained the p olice 
had b een called. 
The su rv iv or- then 
allowed the inju red to b e p laced in 
the ear and hu rried to Indianap olis. 
The p arty was comp osed largely of 
saloon keep ers and 
their 
friends.

FALLING BODIES. 


Their Velocity Varies According to the 
Force of Grav ity . 
A man failing from a three story 
building in New O rleans will not fall 
as fasl as lie would if he were in New' 
York city. 
In fact, in hardly any two 
places will 
he fall 
w ith the sam e 
speed. 
This is because as we go to­ 
ward the eq uator the force of gravity 
gets less and less, and consequently 
the acceleration of a falling body be­ 
comes less, and the force of im pact is 
therefore less. 
W hile it does not make very much 
difference In the injury to a person 
falling from a height, it does make a 
difference in other things. Take a rifle 
and fire it ex actly horizontally, and if 
th e gun 
is six teen feet above the 
ground, say. at New York the bullet 
fin'd from such a rifle will strike the 
ground in ex actly one second afte r it 
leaves the rifle. 
If the bullet has a 
horizontal velocity of 1.000 feet per 
second it will strike the earth ex actly 
1.000 feet aw ay. 
Let us tak e the sam e 
rifle to a place where the force of 
gravity is not the sam e as at New 
York, but a good deal sm aller, say 
tw o-thirds sm aller. 
We find that if 
the gun is placed six teen feet above 
the ground." as before, and absolutely 
horizontal the bullet will not fall the 
six teen feet in one second, hut will 
take over one and a half seconds ro 
fall, th u s enabling the bullet to be in 
the air during that length of time. 
Therefore it will strike the ground 
about l.ooo feet aw ay. Thus it is seen 
that the range of a rifle is increased 
as it is taken tow ard the eq uator 
Of course there is no place on the 
earth where the force of gravity is 
tw o-third- sm aller than at New York, 
hut there are many place« where the 
difference is considerable enough to 
affect slightly the range of rifles.—H ar 
per’s Weekly,
